Oberbausen sports 
film festival 
lacks sparkle 


Le inlernational glamour was Jn 
evidence ùt this year's Oberhausan 
sports film festiviH, not even as the grad 
prix awards were made. In future it might 
be better to talk in terms not of a festival 
but of a committee with seminars aıtd 
talks by experts. 

AL the end of the four-day sports film 
marathon, not forgetting two podium 
discussions on “Must Olympic fms be 
the way they are? " and “Do sports films 
convey the Idea of a healthy world?" 
(which created ulter confusion rither 
than shedding the light intended) and 
exhibitions on politics and sport featuring 
cartoons and works of art, many of the 
400 participants fron two dozen 
countries (thougl! nly eritics and sport 
students rather than [ilm-makers) were 
overwhelmed by a fecling of returning to 
real life from a Jreamı world, 

For the most part film and TY entries, 
many of them first-rate prolesaiunal 
productions, glorified sport uncritically, 
crowning the hero of field and {rack with 
a halo. The sole exception was tralning 
and coaching Films, for which there wiıs z1 
special competition this line, 

It is to the jury"s credit that it dil nt 
succumb to the temptation reprusented 
by this dangerous clkthé of sport as a 
clean and unproblematic: disvipline. 
Seventy-three fils were entered, bıl tlie 
awarl-winuers were, for Ihe most part.

The last man is the driver of lhe car 
that brings up ihe rear in a road-racing 
grand prix. Close and sympathetic 
observation capture the heroic and 
unrewarded toil of the man who drives on 
the bitter end regardless of the fact that 
he no longer has a hope of winning. Tlıis 
flm was also awarded ã prize by the 
Roman Catholic Church in this country. 

A grand prix was also awarded to 
“Trade” directed by Lear Levin of lie 
United States, a socially crilical study’ of

The grand prix for the best coachin, 
jim, also inclusive of a cash award of 
5,000 Marks donated by the North 
Rhine-Westphalian Ministry of Education;

From the start Lûübeck avoided 
attempting to renovate the old work 
artificlally. Efforts were made to preserve 
the monumental size of the Cathedral. ‘i... .., °

Medlaeval cathedrals are never comple t- 
ed. Byery generation adds, changes, 
rebullds. The present generation has had 
the burden of reconstruction and lisjoys 
as well. They had to mako the choice 
whether or not lo work on what was 
virtually a ruin in the centre of a city that 
was losing population and a cathedral 
parish of only a mere 200 souls, The 
essential expenditure would lıave been 
enouglı to build five modern clıurches, 


St Mary's, the burglıers"ehurch, finished 
in |330, was in a dire state of repair and 
had to take precedence. But while this 
churclı in the heart of the city was being 
restored û citizens’ initiative was started 
for the Cathedral. 


A Foundation was sel u , the Friends 
of Lübeck Cathedral was founded, there 
WuS 2 Juuratoritm “Rescue the Cathedral 
Towers” and old and young citizens of 
Lübeck started an organisation for the 
restoration of the famous towers of 
Lübeck that can be seen on the horizon 
miles away. 


Il was lhe citizens who answered the 
decisive questioi with thelr sacrifices. 
Then Bonn and the Federal state of 
Sclıleswig-Holstein helped ‘out. So far 
elaht million Marks have gone into 
rebuilding, two million of them trom 
private donations, 


By the Lime the Cathedral is completely 
restored, which should take another three 
years, the bill will haye risen to {en 
million Marks, according lo the estimales 
of the head of the rebuilding operation, 
Friedrich Zimmermann. 


The damage was incredible. Incendiary 
bûmbs burnt all that was inflammable — 
the tops of the lowers, cross-benms 
batwcen the lowers, the ceiling, all the 
windows, a large part of the art works, 
the main altar, pews, and tlie Schnitger 
organ of 1696. 


The force of the exploslons weakened 
the foundations fo the fabric, By 1950 all 
tie vaulting over the Gothic choir had 
exwed In.
